As of now the Teamsters have agreed 
to cancel the 200 sweetheart contracts 
they now hold with California grape 
growers, 

In return the UFW has greed to call 
off its boycott of Teamster lettuce. 


’ Teamster contracts with the lettuce 


growers will be in force till 1975 but 
will not be renewed at that time. 
The decision of the Teamster bureau- 


crats to end their collusion with the 
= in exploiting farmworkers was 
n large part due to public pressure. 

The UFW was reported elated at the 
signing of the agreement which allows 
them to concentrate all their resources 
in organizing the continent- wide grape 
boycott, 

A large ries of UFW organizers 
are presently working in Toronto, the 
fourth largest grape- consuming city in 
North America, Some.of these organiz- 
ers will be travelling to western Canada 
in the near future to help build the boy- 
cott campaign on the prairies,

Kennedy further stated that the 
fact that many of the migrant workers 
are Mexican means that they are not 
covered by American labour legislation, 
Many of them are helpless to defend 
themselves against exploitation because 
of their vulnerability under the Illegal 
Aliens Act, he said. 

Kennedy told of cases where Mex- 
ican people, qn hopes of getting better 
jobs in the U.S, A. , paid to have them- 
selves smuggled into the country and 
hired out to a grower. Then after the 
workers had slaved in the fields for a 
few weeks, the growers would call in the 
sheriff to arrest them just before payday. 

Kennedy pointed to the Raza Uni- 
da party as important force in the work- 
ers’ struggle, He said the formation of 
this specially Chicano political party 
represented a break with any illusions 
that the workers may formerly have held 
that the Democratic party might defend 
the workers" interests against agribusin-

The picketing action seems to be 
having its greatest effect in the working 
class districts of Northeast and West-end 
Edmonton, Pickets at the 109th Street 
and Whyte Avenue Safeway store, a 
store patronized mostly by students and 
middie and upper-middle class profes- 
sionals, were, on the whole, politely

Wine vines boycotted 


Livingston, California (LNS)-- As the 
table grape strike in northern San 
Joaquin Valley winds down and the 
international grape boycott expands, 
the focus of the United Farmworkers 
battle against California's agribusiness 
corporations has shifted north to the 
wine grape fields, 

Several hundred striking farmworker: 
have been picketing these fields in the 
Livingston- Stockton area for seven ; 
weeks but the beginning of the grape 
harvest itself in the past two weeks 
has increased the intensity of the strike. 

The targets are E&J Gallo Winery 
and Franzia Brothers Winery, the largest 
and eighth largest wine companies in 
the country, respectively. The strikers 
are demanding that the companies | 
repudiate contracts signed earlier this 
summer with the Teamsters Union, and 
renew their contracts with the UFW, 


On August 29, more than sixty 
workers were arrested outside Livingston 
when they attempted to enter Gallo 
fields and taik to strike breaking workers. 
Several were injured in the encounter 
with Galio security guards and Merced 
County Sherriff s deputies.

Gallo po 88% 
of its grapes, and Franzia 93% This 
arrangement also helps shield the 
companies from strikes, because most 
of the smaller growers are not unionized 
and continue to provide grapes during 
this year’s harvest. . 

"We had hoped in the contract 
this year not only to renew the Gallo. 
contract but also to be able to include 
under UFW contract a certain percent-

budget rise 


Students’ Help is continuing its oper- 
ation this year with the full support of 
the Students’ Council, At the Council 
meeting of September 24, Students’ 
Help was granted almost $2, 000, 00 for 
its operations of the 1973-174 Session, 

By following the recommendations of its 
Administration Board, the Council agreed 
that Students’ Help "offered one of the 
more worthwhile services to students and 
that “ should be supported, " 

Worthwhile? Students’ Help consists 
of about forty volunteers whose only qual- 
ification is that they share a concern for 
other people, according to one of its 
members, Their major function is to 
answer the phone and respond to two 

of calls, requests for information, 
or.trouble calls about genuine mental 
or emotional problems. A majority of 
"trouble calls" come from residence, 
and from ps who simply need to talk 
to someone who will listen, 

Many callers are referred to other ser- 
vice organizations, Abortion referrals 
and referrals for other types of birth con- 
trol, such as the “morning-after” pill, 
are hip a services of Students’ Help. 
People who wish to discuss their problems 
are encouraged to drop in. 

Where does the money go? Students’ 
Help maintains two rooms on the second 
floor of SUB =- an office and a drop-in 
center, This involves many expenses 
which use most of their grant money, says 
one member, 

Money is also spent on advertising and 
on special projects, This includes money 
page on qualified personnel who attend 

e seminars and training sessions that 
are held for the benefit of volunteers, 
One training session was attended by two 
psychologists who created role-play sit- 
uations where new members could prac- 
tice their response to human emotion, 

The general policy of Students’ Help 
is to keep a low- keyed image, says the 
same female member who prefers to 
remain unnamed, This corresponds to a 
desire to escape from all forms of sensat- 
ionalism, such as the story which appea- 
red in the Gateway, she says, Confiden- 
tiality is stressed when dealing with peop- 
le, e adds that their image should be 
one of trust and confidence, and that 
Students’ Help should not be advertised 
as an instant cure for every suicidal de- 
pressive who picks up the phone, 

Students’ Help is presently operating 
7 with many new volunteers who 
are ready to answer your call -- before 
it’s too late, 
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Law and order: G.F.C. consolidates power 


Students at the University of Alberta 
are to be —— under a system of 
double jeopardy. 


This was the decision of the General 
Faculties Council (GFC) when it appro- 
ved section five of the Discipline, Law 
and Order Report on Monday, September 
24, 


Section five calls for the establish- 
ment of a University Discipline Hearing 
Board. Many of the offenses on which 
the board may rule are also covered 
the law of the land. A student is there- 
fore liable to double punishment for the 
same offenses, 


The report states that “any person” 
may bring action against any student if 
he considers that that student has com- 
mitted an offense. Only students, how- 
ever, may stand accused before the 


board, There is no mention in the re- 
port of offenses being committed by 


Budget deferred 


Where has all the money gone? 
The presentation of a final budget to 


the Students’ Council could be postponed 


for a month, Formerly the budget was 
persented on October 31, but if a 
Amendment receives a second reading 
at the next council meeting, then the 
budget presentation will be delayed 
until November 26. 


The reason given by the executive 
for this delay is that "more time is 
required to gauge the financial situation 
of the Students’ Union", This means 


that financial — for the pub in Room 


at the Top, the Record Co-op in HUB, 


and the games area in the SUB‘basement 


are not expected to be ready in time for 
the previous deadline, according to one 
executive member, 

These specific reasons were not pre- 
sented at the Student Council meeting 
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faculty or administration against stu- 
dents.

VP- Academic called the report "Some- 
what reactionary", He stated in a Stu- 
dent Council meeting that the Hearing 
Board was nothing more than a "kang- 
aroo court", Student Council had pre- 
viously voted to condemn the report.

No 
questions were raised concerning the 
possibility that additional time might be 
required to clear the record of the pre- 
vious executive, Not one question was 
asked concerning the ability of the pre- 
sent executive to prepare a final budget 
by the usual date of October 31 A 
none of the councillors questioned the 
Constitutional right of Council to delay 
the budget. 


The next Students’ Council meeting is 
scheduled for October 15, It remains 
to be seen if any of the above questions 
will be raised, 


The report itself is the result of de- 
liberations of a Committee on Discip- 
line, Law and Order created within the 
GFC in 1969. The U of A administra- 
tion was worried about repercussions on 
the U of A campus from student actions 
at Simon Fraser University, the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia, and various 
campuses in the USA,

ion management. Along with his posi- 
tion, there are four other managers 
with specific duties. These include: 
Cec Pretty, the Arts manager; Fulton

Ness is paid over $20, 000 yearly, 
and the four area managers each make 
over $13, 000 yearly. Their combined 
salaries amount to about 13% of the 
student’ s union fees collected each 
year. 
It is impossible to tell exactly how 
much the managers are paid, as their 
contracts are not available to the stu- 
dent body. Although Ness has said at 
times that his contract is available, no 
student requesting to see it has been al- 
lowed to, Kuhnke was not even allowed 
to read it when she was on the S. U. ex- 
ecutive. 

Ness" s contract was renewed by the 
executive earlier this year. Because it 
was due for renewal this year, the con- 
tract was a major issue in the council 
elections last spring. The position of 
the four members of S, U, president 
George Mantor's slate who were elec- 
ted was not to cut management wages, 
saying "a large organization needs 
well-trained people". They felt that 
the general manager should be kept for 
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Max Wyman, president of the uni- 
versity, seems anxious to obscure the 
issue. He stated to Gateway that it's 
not a question of "double jeopardy” but 
of “double jurisdiction", He did not 
comment on what the practical differ- 
ence would be to a student facing two 
trials and two punishments for one of- 
fense, 

Section five of the Law and Order 
—— does not clearly define what an 
“offense” is, Such crimes as "mental 
indignities" may be included, 


controlled activity zones 


Gary Draper, a faculty of arts stu- 
dent representative on GFC said that 
the campus Law Review Committee is 
still stu ying controversial sections of 
the Law and Order Report. He said that 
many of the recommendations of the 
report would not represent a major de- 
parture from present university regula- 
tions, 

At present, for example, there is a 
regulation that all speakers brought on- 
to campus must be approved by the pre- 
sident of the university, This was en- 
forced at least once during the sixties 
for political reasons, 

e U of A also has a regulation sta- 
ting that activities such as “advancing 
a cause” may take place only in cer- 
tain “activity zones" and only after a 
permit has been received, 

U of A instructors currently have the 
authority to immediately suspend any 
student on charges as vague as "serious 
indiscipline in the classroom", Canvas- 
sing and soliciting for funds on campus 
are forbidden unless the president o 
the university declares an exception for 
a certain organization or individual, 

In short, a great deal of arbitra 
power rests in the hands of the adminis- 
tration and the president of the U of A, 
and they can choose to use it at any 
time to suppress political activity and 
political organizations,

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Grande Cache hearings re-convene 


The Crump Commission ot 
which Premier Lougheed ordered after 
McIntyre Porcupine laid off 150 men last 
February, re-convened in Edmonton last 
Monday. 

The commission is investigating the 
entire McIntyre Porcupine operation 
since it started in 1969. 

The problem, even though the com- 
mission isn’t looking at it in this light, 
is not so much McIntrye Porcupine as it 
is large corporations, The coal mii 
company is only an example of how many 
large corporations operate; manipulating 
governments, laws, and workers; mis- 
management through centralized control. 

Mr, RB. Fulton, president of Mc- 
Intyre Porcupine, stated under oath 
Thursday, Sept, 27, that production for 
the mines at Grande Cache was over 
estimated and costs underestimated in 
what he termed “enthusiasm”, But 
these “over enthusiastic reports”, pre- 
pared by Mcintyre Porcupine, were what 
persuaded the Manning government to 
invest over $187 million in the entire op- 
eration. (Manning was appointed to the 
board of directors after his retirement 
from provincial politics, ) It was these 
same “over eathusiastic reports” which 
caused McIntyre Porcupine to negoiate 
a contract with the Japanese where the 
company lost money on every ton of 
coal mined, 


The workers, more than anyone, are 
subject to the powers of a large corpor- 
ation.

The film is almost classical Juven- 
alian satire, exposing the soft underbelly 
of a corrupt society ugh the chronic- 
les of a svete mien (played by Malcolm 
McDowell). cDowell’ s character, 
Travis, adopts two distinct approaches 
to life. The first is summed up in one 
of Alan Price’ s fine soundtrack songs: 

"someone" s got to win in the 

human race - 


If it isn't you then it has to be me. " 
By plotting the course of this manic drive 
to success, the film is given opportunity 
to ridicule big business, politics, the 
military, medical science, religion - 
any and all establishments. Travis ma- 
kes it near the top by using people, then 
is suddenly used himself, and arrested. 

In prison Travis “learn” from his 


-faifure, reads philosophy, and becomes 


a humanitarian, He comes out and 
tries to help the suffering. Unfortunately, 
at this point the balance of the film is 
upset somewhat by the deletion of half 
an hour from the original, Presumably 
we in Canada cannot sit through as long 
a film as people in England. cut- 
ting leaves only one humanist sequence, 
in which Travis is almost killed by the 
wretches he tries to aid, The incident 
mocks those who envision the poor as 
the great, progressive, social force. A 
sign, sprayed on a corrugated metal fence, 
reads; "Revolution is the opium of the 
intellectuals”,

“With this bill they’ re trying to 
undo all the Supreme Court decisions 
we have won on civil liberties, " said 
Edith Tiger of the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee. "It’s a whole 
new bag of tricks. ” 

She was referring to a new crime 
control bill which will be up for con- 
sideration in the House and Senate 

bly as early as October, "The 
ill which I introduce today," said 
Senator Roman Hruska, who introdu- 
ced the bill to the Senate along with 
or conservative Senator John Mc- 
ellan, "is recognized as a monu- 
mental effort by the Administration, 
including the Department of Justice 
.... particular accolades should go to 
former Attorney General John Mit- 
chell, " 


The bill would reverse some of the 
more liberal Supreme Court decisions 
of the past 20 years--such as those 
dealing with capital punishment and 


ps ety te --as well as making other 
things that had never been crimes be- 
fore crimes, ; 


_ The only way the Supreme Court 
can be "overruled" is to pass new le- 
gislation, which stays on the books 
until someone challenges it and the 
Supreme Court makes another decis- 
ion, It often takes years for a case to 
go through other courts before the Su- 
preme Court can make a decision a- 
gain, But, with the judges that he has 
appointed to the Supreme Court, Nix- 
on will not have to worry about the 
decision once the challenge gets there 
anyhow. 

Some of the provisions of the bill 
are: 
DEATH PENALTY: Nixon proposes 
that the death penalty be mandatory 
for such crimes as treason, ke ; 
espionage, ‘and "for all specifically 
enumerated crimes under federal jur- 
isdiction from which death results. “ 

Federal crimes are "rarely crimes 
of passion” said Nixon in his statement 
to Congress. "Airplane hijacking is 
not done in a blind rage; it has to be 
carefully planned. Using incendiary 
devices and bombs are not crimes of

WIRETAPPING: This would allow the 
president to wiretap people or national 
organizations he considers to be a 
“danger to the structure” of the gover- 
nment (The Supreme Court had ruled 
that wiretaps against domestic groups 
could only be made after court appro- 
val. ) As well the Attorney General 
would be able to have a 48 hour “em- 
ergency wiretap" without prior court 
‘approval. 

The provision also orders telephone 
company workers, building superin- 
tendants, etc, to co-operate "forth- 
with and unobtrusively" with the FBI 
and police to accomplish the intercep- 
tion of a wire or oral communication. 
SECRECY: Coming diréctly out of the 
Pentagon Papers case, this provi... @ 
3 year sentence and a $25, Ou {?-« 
for a federal employee who ~ .mmuni- 
cates classified information .o someone 
else, It goes on to say that this applies, 
"even if the information was improper- 
ly classified at the time. " 

It also provides a 7 year sentence’ 
and a $50, 000 fine for anyone who re- 
ceived “national defence information” 
and fai led to deliver it promptly back. 
OBSCENITY: Although the recent Su- 
preme Court decision ruled that what 
is obscene would be determined by 
the standards of the local community, 
thereby opening the door for anything 
to be censored in any one local area, 
the new bill would set federal stand- 
ards, It would make it a crime to 
disseminate any material describing 
sexual intercourse or nudity. 
ENTRAPMENT: This section of the bill 


#! puts the burden of proof on the defen- 
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dant to prove that he or she was “un- 
lawfully entrapped” even though it 
comes out in @ trial that an agent pro- 
vocateur used "deception" provided a 
“facility or an opportunity” -and used 
"active inducement" in committin, 

a crime, It effectively puts the defen- 
dants in the position of having to prove 
their innocence, 

This section surely comes in re- 
sponse to a number of recent political 
cases (Harrisburg 6, Camden 28, and 
now Gainesville) which were won by 
the defendants, at least in part, be- 
cause the juries recognized how agent 
provocateurs in the cases attempted to 
set up the defendants. 

REVIVAL OF THE SMITH ACT; (which 
the Supreme Court overturned in 
1957). This makes it a crime punish- 
able by 15 years in jail and a $100, 000: 
fine for advocacy or membership in an 
organization that supposedly calls for 
revolutionary change in the United 
States. 

MARIJUANA: In the face of a national 
move towards relaxation of penalties, 
this would establish a one year and 
$10, 000 penalty, for possession of a 
small amount for personal uses; 3 
years and $25, 000 fine if arriving or 
departing from a trip outside the 
country. 

Other parts of the bill stiffen penal- 
ties for the Rap Brown Act, sabotage 
and demonstrations on military proper- 
ty, and would do away with the plea 
of insanity.
